“Mr. Welsh’s argument was the 
most dramatic that I ever heard in my 
whole legal career,” he said. “It was 
calculated to arouse your sympathy. 
The State has no need of playing for 
sympathy. I could place Mrs. Barbee, 
the mother of the slain boy, on the 
stand, but I don’t have to. The evi- 
dence presented is all the State re- 
quires to make its case. 

“Modern youth is in revolt against 
authority,”- Cissel shouted. “In this 
age, when evidence can be thrown into 
streams and witnesses spirited to Wash- 
ington—in this age when youth seems 
triumphant over all of the restraint 
that we were subject to in our youth— 
it is time for some one to call a halt. 
Is it not time to show youth that some 
one will say to the youth of the na- 
tion, ‘Stop You have gone too far?”

Toronto, Dec. 1 (By A. P.).-

Late Dr. Newbold’s Key to 
Cipher Correct, Memorial 
Meeting ie hance

Philadelphia, Dec. 1 (By A. P.)-—Un- 
used for more than 600 years a secret 
formula for the production of salts of 
copper, found in one of Roger Bacon's | 
alchemical works, has been proved ef- 
fective by University of Pennsylvania | 
chemists. This was revealed tonight at | 
a memorial meeting for the late Dr. 
William Romaine Newbold, professor of 
intellectual and moral philosophy at 
the university, and gave verification to 
Dr. Nowbold’s translation of the diffi- 
cult cipher in which the Fransican 
friar and scientist of the thirteenth 
century wrote his works. 

Five years ago Dr. Newbold stirred the 
scientific world by announcing that he 
had succeeded in translating the fa- 
mous manuscript of Bacoh owned by 
Wilfred M. Voynich, bibliographer and 
medievalist, of New York. 

Dr. Newbold was keenly sensitive to 
the fact that skeptics were at times in- 
clined to consider his remarkable find- 
ings were the product of a subconscious 
mind rather than the results of schol- 
arly research. 

It was announced tonight that when 
he found the formula for salts of cop- 
per in one of Bacon’s works, he took it 
to Dr. Edgar F. Smith, distinguished 
chemist and former provost of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, and requested 
him to test it in the hope of verifying 
the accuracy of his translations. 

Dr. Smith said the formula was un- 
known to him, but he turned it over to 
Dr. Hiram S8. Lukens, professor of 
chemistry and the latter's experiment 
proved the formula to be accurate. Dr. 
Smith and Dr. “Lukens signed the fol- 
lowing statement, which, together with 
the retort used in the experiment, was 
presented to the university tonight. 

“This retort contains salts of copper 
made from a secret formula of Roger 
Bacon, which Prof. Newbold read 
by means of the cipher which he dis- 
covered. This formula was unknown to 
us and could not have been evolved by 
subconscious mind.”

Lacking all but what Owen J. Rob- 
erts, of government counsel, said would 
consume ten minutes of the court's 
time, the prosecution of Albert B. Fall 
and Edward L. Doheny on the charge 
of conspiracy was completed yesterday 
afternoon in criminal division No. 1. 


Government attorneys have assem- 
bled virtually all of the tiles. with 
which they hope to form the completed 
mosaic of their case, but the structure 
they have built probably will not be 
apparent to the jury until the frag- 
ments are welded together by the co- 
hesive power of summation. 

Few juries—and by common consent 
this is not an extraordinary one—have 
been called on to assimilate as much 
isolated and fragmentary information 
as has passed in review during the last 
eight days before it and Justice Hoehl- 
ing. 

There was but one day in which a 
full and complete tale was unfolded, 
and that Monday, when the proceed- 
ings of the Senate public lands com- 
mittee were read into the record. 


Threads Here and There. 


Before and since the threads have 
been picked up here and there, some- 
times in bold relief and again in ob- 
scure ways. The purpose of it all has 
been clear to counsel and to those who 
have followed previous expositions of 
the case, either before the Senate or in 
Los Angeles 

The thing that distinguishes this 
case from almost any other in legal 
history is that all of the attorneys know 
almost by heart the case of both sides, 
and that the element of surprise never 
has been present when any witness 
took the stand 

The extent to which this is true may 
best be demonstrated by citing the 
only occasion on which the dozen or 
more attorneys were given a thrill. 

E. C. Finney, assistant secretary of 
the interior, was on the stand. He had 
been examined regarding a letter he 
had written. 

‘““Was there any reply to this letter?” 
asked Roberts. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Feeney. 

“What, a reply?” queried Roberts in 
a confused manner, the only sign of 
confusion he has revealed. 

“A reply?” echoed Frank J. Hogan, 
counsel for Doheny, who is credited 
with having all the evidence in this 
case catalogued somewhere in his 
brain. 

Startles Fall Counsel. 


“A reply,” muttered Wilton J. Lam- 
bert, counsel for Fall, as startled as 
the rest. 

Before this combined assault Finney 
first reqoiled and then corrected his 
statement.)

Navy Officials on Witness Stand. 


Roosevelt was followed on the stand 
by the present chief of the bureau of 
steam engineering of the Navy Depart- 
ment, John Halligan, jr. He testified 
that there was a small fuel depot at 
Pearl Harbor before the storage tanks 
were placed there by the Pan-American 
Co. Rear Admiral Harry H. Rousseau, 
who has been a civil engineer in the 
navy for 28 years likewise testified that 
storage tanks for oil came under the 
general heading of ‘fuel depots.” 
Roberts wished to emphasize this point 
because regular provisions are made in 
appropriation bills for “fuel depots” 
and the government will therefore con- 
tend that it was illegal to construct 
storage tanks without the authority of 
Congress, 


Senator Mgrreld, of Oklahoma, who 
was defeated in the recent elections, 
preceded Roosevelt on the stand. It 
developed that he wrote to Secretary 
of the Interior Fall under date of De- 
cember 11, 1922, capable and responsible 
parties who desire to submit bids to the 
department for oil leases covering all or 
any part of those reserves.”

“In fairness to both sides,” said 
Justice Hoehling, “I would rather be 
a little better acquainted with what it 
is,” referring to the evidence Roberts 
wanted to submit. The court decided 
to look over that evidence and make its 
ruling later. 

At the opening of yesterday's session 
the cross-examination of Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Interior E. C. Finney con- 
tinued. 

Mark B. Thompson, of counsel for 
Fall, took up the cross-examination 
shortly after 11 o'clock. He began by 
clearing away much of the maze of 
technicalities which had necessarily 
risen up to puzzle the court and jury 
as a result of the character of the tes- 
timony. By the time Mr. Thompson 
had outlined the different areas on the 
chart of the lease, which confronts the 
jurors and is used for demonstration 
purposes, the questions at issue ap- 
peared as simplified for the time being. 


Obstacles Overcome, Defense Smiles. 


But Roberts did not permit Thomp- 
son to continue his explanations on the 
basis of Finney’s answers to his ques- 
tions without objections. However, 
Thompson appeared able to bring out 
the facts which he desired despite ob- 
stacles, and there were smiles in the 
defense camp whenvhe concluded. 

There was a clash between Thompson 
and Roberts when the former sought to 
bring out the fact that John Barton 
Payne, Secretary of the Interior in the 
Wilson administration, had leased part 
of the naval reserve “‘on the advice of 
the President.”’

“VIEWING WITH ALARM.” 


The average American labors under the 
impression that Frank O. Lowden, the Illinois 
“dirt farmer,’ is a receptive candidate for the 
Republican nomination for the Presidency. 
Evidently that supposition is erroneous, or 
Mr. Lowden has failed to post himself upon 
the history of his party. it is the sole privilege 
of Democrats to ‘‘view with alarm."”” Republi- 
cans on the other hand “point with pride.” 
The rule governing the attitudes of the two 
great parties is as unchangeable as the laws 
of the Medes and Persians. Yet Mr. Lowden 
comes out and attempts to swipe the slogan 
of the party to which he has always been op- 
posed. Instead of pointing with pride to the 
prosperity which is generally manifest through- 
out our broad land, he views with alarm that 
prosperous condition. Mr. Lowdep was talk- 
ing at a banquet table where the guests were 
the National Association of Marketing Officials 
and the National Association of Commissioners 
of Agriculture, all dirt farmers. 

Dirt farmers have had a hard time during 
the past few years because their labors have 
apparently yielded more in the way of crops 
than the market could absorb. But when the 
speaker told his audience that the total capi- 
tal of the farmers ‘“‘has shrunk from $47,000,- 
000,000 in 1914 to $32,000,000,000 today and 
hat this capital has earned only one-half of 
1 per cent during the past two years,’’ not 
taking into account ‘‘the depreciation in farm 
machinery which he has figured out amounted 
to $2,000,000,000 more,” the former governor 
places himself in the class with the late 
“Calamity’’ Weller, of Iowa, whose farm when 
he was in Congress was worth about $20 an 
acre, but was boomed to something like $300 
per when corn sold at $2 a bushel, and could 
probably be bought for one-third of that figure 

y. 

“The present farm crisis threatens the 
security of our whole industrial civilization,”’ 
according to Mr. Lowden, and he insists ‘‘that 
if permitted to continue it will bring calamity 
to every private individual.’’ He admits, how- 
ever, that if the cost of food rises through the 
unwillingness of the farmer to continue to ac- 

“eept one-half of 1 per cent on his capital, a 
depression in industry will result. 

The outlook is certainly black, if one looks 
at it through the spectacles of the former 
governor of Illinois, for if food prices don't 
go up the farmer will quit, and if they do go 
up industry can't buy the food. 


FISH STORIES. 


It is not surprising that visitors from the 
Balkans, including Queen Marie, are invariably 
deeply impressed with the immensity of every- 
thing in America. The wheat crop of the 
Dalrymple farm in North Dakota at the time 
the great picture in the Capitol was painted, 
was probably as large as the entire harvest of 
one of the states of the Balkans. And the corn 
crop of lowa is undoubtedly greater than that 
of all those states combined.

SESQUI LOSSES. ‘

the exposition has cost the city of Philadelphia

There is a lesson to the District of Columbia, 
both in the balance sheet of the defunct Sesqui 
and in the attitude of the exhibitors as ex- 
pressed in the questionnaire. 


REGULATION OF WATER WAYS. 


: The river and harbor congress will assemble 
in Washington on Wednesday of next week 
and will be in session for two days. In a bulle- 
tin just issued from the office of the congress, 
the friends of the waterways are urged to at- 
tend the convention and to see if some plan 
can not be devised to insure the passage of the 
pending river and harbor bill without doing 
injustice to either the advocates of further di- 
version of the waters of the,sgreat lakes 
through the Chicago drainage canal, or those 
who oppose that diversion in the interest of 
navigation of the lakes. It is pointed out that 
the bill which is pending in the Senate author- 
izes the adoption of 35 new projects, the mod- 
ification of 12 existing projects, and prelim- 
inary surveys of 132. proposed improvements, 
besides examinations into the development of 
water power, control of floods, and the needs 
of irrigation. Hence the importance of the 
pending bill. 

Delegates to the forthcoming meeting have 
their attention directed, also, to the pending 


| proposals which contemplate the regulation of 


both highways and waterways by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The congress is firmly 


‘ opposed to extending the power and preroga- 
| tives of the commission to the highways and 
waterways of the country, and urges again that 


the interests of motorists and vessel owners are 
equally jeopardized. It ig urged further that 
the interstate commerce act was a necessity 
because the railroads, with their network of 
connected lines covering the entire country, 
held in their hands the power of economic life 
or death for individual businesses and of cities. 
On the other hand neither motor trucks, river 
or lake vessels, intercoastal steamships, or all 
of them put together, have any such power to- 
day. The congress holds that no such regula- 
tion as that performed by the commission in 
the matter of rail transportation is necessary 
for either highways or waterways at this time. 
And when such an occasion shall arise, if ever, 
control should be vested in men who have prac- 
tical experience in solving the problems which 
must be met, which, the congress insists, are 
entirely different from those to be found in the 
operation of railways. 


DISTRICT NATIONAL GUARD. 


The annual report of the chief of the 
militia bureau of the Department of War 
places the District of Columbia National Guard 
units as above the average in. efficiency, 
training and discipline. A large turnover of 
personnel, inability to obtain recruits, and 
lack of suitable armories are listed as the 
shortcomings of the local units, contrasted 
with which are good camp facilities, use of 
regular army posts for field training, and co- 


operation between the regular army and the 


guard to their mutual advantage. 

Much of the shortcoming undoubtedly is 
due to the fact that the ‘District guard is an 
orphan organization without a place to call 
its home. Until comparatively recently it 
occupied barely adequate quarters on L street, 
near Convention hall, but since this property 
has been sold the guard has been forced to 
drill in the streets or upon a cinder covered 
lot, and to house its equipment in a few small 
rooms in one of the government hotels. Under 
such circumstances it is small wonder that the 
guard has had a large turnover of personnel 
and has experienced difficnities in obtaining 
recruits. It is remarkable that the officers 
of the organization have been able to build up 
as fine an enthusiasm and esprit de corps as 
actually obtains. 

A little over a month ago the Merchants and 
Manufacturers association called the atten- 
tion of the special House subcommittee in- 
vestigating District affairs to the fact that the 
District guard is in sore need of an armory. 
The report of the chief of the militia bureau 
is conclusive evidence of this fact. It is to be 
hoped that individual members of Congress 
will be impressed to such an extent that there 
will be provided at the next session sufficient 
funds to enable the guard to establish an 
armory. : 


A BETTER HOLIDAY CUSTOM. 


To the National Capital committee of. the 
Garden Club of America, the Wildflower 
Preservation society, and the merchants of 
Washington, whose stores and shops now are 
gayly decorated for the Christmas season, must 
go the credit for the substitution of attractive, 
bright and new-style ornaments of various tex- 
tures and hues in place of the old fashion of 
using wreaths and streamers of holly and 
ground pine. Even a casual examination of 
the displays will establish the fact that this 
year’s decorative schemes present quite as gala 
an appearance as dny of former years. At the 
same time a long step forward has been taken 
toward the conservation of holly and ground 
pine, which have fast been UWisappearing from 
the vicinity of Washington. , 

It has seemed unfortunate that the holiday 
season, devoted not only to the observance of 
a feligious festival but also to family reunions 
and general happiness and joy, should have 
been accompanied always by widespread des- 
astation of natural beauty. Twenty-five years 


ago, when wild vegetation was more common 


throughout the country, the supply of greens 
cut to meet Christmas demands had little ‘or 
no effect on the appearance of the countryside. 


| Of later years, however, nature lovers have 


ihe realization that if the practice 
were continued the time was not far\distant 
when holly, ground pine and mistletoe might 
become extinct. 

Finally, however, conservation move- 
ment has been started, and the stores of Wash- 
ington are tangible evidence that holiday deco-

JAPAN'S PROGRESS. 


Japan’s progress since the great earthquakes 
of September, 1923, is in striking contrast 
with the retrogression of China during the 
same period. The advance made by Japan is 
the most remarkable international financial 
recovery in recent history. 

Japan borrowed only for strictly productive 
purposes, held down’ her imports to bare neces- 
sities, stimulated exports, instituted ‘‘tariff 
reform,’’ which in that country means protec- 
tion, and enacted tax legislation for the re- 
adjustment of national credit. 

Two years ago the Japanese yen was worth 
40 cents in gold: a year ago it was worth 43.5 
cents in gold; today it is worth 49.12. cents 
in gold, or within a fraction of par, 50 cents in 
gold. 

The Japanese government and private loans 
amount to approximately $200,000,000, with 
which the vigorous country has rebuilt itself 
and restored its currency values. 

While China has been going down hill, 
Japan has been'rising to a place never before 
attained by her people, commercially and 
financially. It is qa remarkable example of 
courage, thrift and determination. 


FOREIGN INSPECTION OF ALIENS. 


The extension of the foreign service of the 
immigration bureau to continental Europe has 
resulted in a marked improvement in the en- 
forcement and administration of the immigra- 
tion laws, Secretary of Labor Davis emphasizes 
in his annual report. The advantage that has 
accrued to the immigrant is the outstanding 
result ,of this new policy. Through an intelli- 
gent selection of aliens at ports of embarkation 
the indiscriminate flow of immigration into the 
United States has been checked. That is a 
good thing for the United States, but at the 
same time the immigrant has been protected, 
and in many cases has escaped the loss of funds 
carefully hoarded for his great adventure, be- 
cause his ineligibility for admission is ascer- 
tained before his departure, and not upon ar- 
rival at Ellis island where, in other times, he 
would have been held for deportation. 

Last year technical advisers on immigration 
questions were assigned to Great Britain, Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands, Poland, Germany, Nor- 
way, Denmark and Sweden. During the fiscal 
year 1926 a total of 270,074 immigrants 
reached Ellis island, and of that total only 
six-tenths of 1 per cent were rejected, as com- 
pared with 1.2 per cent of a total of 276,646 
who arrived the previous year. A different 
story, this, from that told during the old days 
when the last available penny of immigrants 
was taken by steamship companies, who 
dumped them down at American ports to fight 
their own battles for admission as best they 
could. Under this new policy the alien sails 
with the practical assurance.that he will be 
admitted, because he has passed the tests re- 
quired by the inspection by American officials 
in foreign ports. 

Not only is this a humane method of dealing 
with aliens, but experience has shown that 
supervision and inspection at ports of em- 
barkation is credited with bringing a more even 
flow of immigration, in place of the forme 
seasOnal movement which at times taxed the 
inspection service almost beyond capacity. The 
United States has reserved to itself the right 
to determine what class of foreigners shall be 
admitted to the country. In the exercise of 
that right, through the administrative policy’ 


/now in force, it has eliminated practically all 


forms of hardship and made the lot. of the

visa of immigration officials at foreign ports.

JAPAN'S PROGRESS. 


Japan's progress since the great earthquake 
of Beptember, 1923, in in etriking contrast 
with the retrogression of China during the 
same period. The advance made by Japan is 
the most remarkable international financial 
recovery in recent history. 

Japan borrowed only for strictly productive 
purposes, held down her imports to bare neces-

Two years ago the Japanese yen was worth 
40 cents in gold; a year ago it was worth 43.5 
cents in gold; toflay it is worth 49.12 cents 
in gold, or within a fraction of par, 50 cents in 
gold. 

The Japanese government and private loans 
amount to approximately §200,000,000, with 
which the vigorous country has rebuilt itaelf 
and restored ite currency values. :
